Parker's grandmother kept 
the two children, along with 
other grandchildren, while 
their mother worked at the 
old White House Hotel. 

A horse-drawn fruit wag- 
on came by every day. “You 
could buy an apple or an 
orange for a nickel. Grand- 
ma kept change ina cup ina 
pie safe, and some days she 
would buy each of us a piece 
of fruit. 

One day she said she 
couldn’t afford fruit that 
day, but I wanted an apple. I 
pulled a chair up to the sate, 
climbed up and got a nickel 
to buy it. Grandma caught 


me eating that apple and 
spanked me.” 

Another time Parker got 
into trouble, she had carried 
her grandmother’s bucket to 
buy milk. 

A woman on the beach 
with a cow sold a nickel’s 
worth or a dime’s worth of 
milk. 

“The woman’s grand- 
daughter was visiting and 
she had a whole line of doll 
clothes. I had a doll but no 
doll clothes, and I wanted 
those so bad I couldn't quit 
thinking about them. Later I 
slipped away and went back. 
Those clothes were pegged 
on. the line and I took them 
all.”

When her grandmother 
discovered what the child 
had done, she told Parker 
she must return the clothes 
and apologize and that sne 
would have her legs 
switched the whole trip. 

“That was the most 
humiliating experience of 
my life, telling the woman | 
had stolen those clothes.

She gave 
me one outfit for my-doll.” 

When Parker entered 
primer school, her father 
worked for a while at a 
Biloxi boatyard, building 
schooners. On the side he 
made knives, carving the 
handles from hickory and

They moved to 
Pascagoula while she was in 
elementary school. She 
attended a one-room school- 
house that sat on the site 
where Central Elementary is 
now, she said. Her younger 
sister, Ada, was born in 
Pascagoula. 

When Parker was a 10th 
grader at Pascagoula High 
School, her life changed dra- 
matically. 

Her mother had the flu 
and went outside on a cold, 
rainy day to get wood. 

Only in her early 30s, she 
developed pneumonia and 
died. Parker had to quit 
school and take care of her

younger brother and sister. 
“During the day I worked 
at the old Palace Drug Store 
that used to be in 
Pascagoula. Then I went 
home to cook and clean and 
do laundry.” 
Because of her duties at 
home, she rarely was able to 
attend dances. “I loved to 
dance. They had the Shrimp 
Pickers Balls in a big building 
on Delmas Avenue, down by 
the river near the seafood 
factories, close to where The 
Mississippi Press building is. 
Later they moved the dances 
to the Fireman’s Hall, where 
Scranton’s is now. I always 
wanted to go to the dance, 
and I couldn’t sleep until I 


knew it was over.” 

She met Troy Parker, her 
future husband, at a dance. 
“It was at the pavilion on 
the beach.” 

She and Parker, now 
deceased, had four children, 
all living in Pascagoula: San- 
dra Williams, Barbara Chap- 
pell, Troy Parker, Jr, and 


Debbie Scott. She has 10 


grandchildren and 14 great- 
grandchildren. 

“Mother has not always 
had an easy life,” said 
Williams. “She had to work 
hard, but she was never on 
welfare. If they didn’t have 
something, they did with- 
out. She was always an hon- 
est, church-going person.”
